SECTION A 


Statistics and Social Conditions of the Area 


Population 


The Registrar General gives the estimated mid-year population for 
1967 as 2,810. The population density is 5.3 per acre. The product of 
a penny rate is £410. and the rateable value is now £108,492. 


Birth Rate 


The corrected birth rate for 1967 was 15.68, as compared with the 
national average of 17.2 per thousand population. There were two illegitimte 
births. 


Death Rate 


The corrected death rate for the year was 5.5, compared with the 
national figure of 11.2 per thousand population. The detailed causes of 
death are given in Appendix A, lable 3 and re*erence to this table shows 
that heart disease again tops the Jist of causes of death, being responsible 
for seven ana there were four due to cerebral catastrophe. The tremendous 
amount of rescorch into heart disease is evidenced by the spate of heart transplant 
operations which followed the criginal one carried out in South Africa. 


In an effort to recuce the nvxber of lives lost due to motor accidents, 
the Minister of Transport introduced legislation in October to control 
the amount of alcohol a driver is permitted to consume. So far the figures 
seem to show that the Act is having the desirec effect. Another contributory 
factory to the motor accidents which does not seem to be considered is 
seriously enough is eyesight. It seems now thet driving licences are issued 
for a three-year period that the application should be accompanied by a 
certificate showing that the applicant can, in fact, see the statutory 
distance. There are a large number of drivers on our roads today who are 
unable to sce sufficiently clearly for safe driving. ‘In addition, persons 
who have perfectly normal visual acuity may have very poor night vision and 
they should be aware of this fact. They should also be aware if they have 
a defect of eclour vision. The motor car has brought great benefit to man 
but, av the same time, has changed the pattern of his life considerably. 
Now we tend to use our cars for every journey no matter how short, 
frequently moving from shop to shop rather than walk. This increasing lack 
of exercise undoudtedly has an adverse effect on health.

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SECTION B 


General Provision of Health Services in the Area 


The Somerset County Covncil are the local health authority and 
provide and administer the general health services in the tom. 


The attachment of health visitors to individual doctors continued 
throughout the year. As is natural when eny change of this nature is 
made, there were slight teething troubles which have been overcome and 
the system appears to work smoothly fo: the private practitioners. 

Since attachment has taken place tne health visitors responsible for 

the schools have found it impossi>ie to attend school medical inspections 
and a part-time nurse living ouisi.'s the district and who, unfortunately, 
has no knowledge of the families of children attending the schools, is 
present when I carry out my annual medical. This obviously detracts 
from the value of the examinaticn. Details of the school medical 
inspections are given in Appendix 5, Tabie l. 


Dr. Bond continued to attend the infant welfare clinic which is held 
in the Church Hall. Some criticisms were mace of the premises but they 
were of a general nature which obtains in all such buildings and it would 
need a purp2se-built clinic to satisfy all the suggestions. Details of 
the clinic are shown in Appendix 3, Table 2. 


SECTION _¢_ 


Prevention ani Control over Infectious Diseases and Other Diseases 


Details of infectious diseases notified to me during 1967 can be 
found in Anpendix C, Table 1 and they show that nine cases of measles was the 
only infectious disease which occurred. 


Routine immunisation against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
using Trivax vaccine continued in the clinic and by general practitioners. 
Oral poliony=litis vaccine was administered at the same time or as a 
separate course. Vaccination against smallpox continued. Details of these 
peececires are not available this year. ‘the County Council Health 
Department ave anzcious to administer all immunisations with the help 
of a computor now installed in Cowrty Hall and at the end of 1967 the 
gradvel changeover process was taking place. When this has been completed 
no doubt detailed figures will ce readily available. 


I carried out my B.C.G. vaccination programme against tuberculosis 
in the spring. Children born in 1956 were those offered vaccination. 
At the Secondary Modern School I vaccinated 57 and one was found to be 
positive to the sitin test and referred to the chest physician for 
investigation. At the two Grammar Schools I vaccinated 46 (18 boys and 28 
girls) ard two boys and one girl were found to be positive to the skin 
test and referred for investigation. 


The Macs Raliography service visited the town in September and 
details of thelr visit are show in Appendix C, Table 2. No active cases of 
pulmonary turcrculosis were detected and I am pleased to say that the 
number aitending at each ccntre increased on the previous visit. 


Arrangements for the examination of cervical smears for early 
detection of cancer of the cervix came into operation in early 1967. 
All general practitioners were asked to undertake this work but where 
they indicated they did not wish to do so the County Council made 
alternative arrangenents. 
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SECTION _D 


Environmental Health Services 


A. Sanitary Circumstances 
Climatic Conditions 


1967 was an average year with no particularly severe weather. 


Water Supply 


The Wessex Water Board supply the meins water of the town and 
it was generally satisfactory in quality and quantity. Of fiive samples 
of raw water, three were satisfaciovy and two were found to be unsatisfactory. 
After treatment all twelve samples suomitted for bacteriological examination 
were satisfactory. It was noted that ali these samples were taken from the 
same point. It is, therefore, not possible to say whether or not the 
Same would be true if samples were taken at varying points throughout 
the town. 


Drainage and Sewage Disposal 


There was an improvement in the operation of the sewage works during 
the year and effluet samples were satisfactory. To overcome the 
difficulty with sludge an arrangement was made for its removal in the 
form of a slurry by means of a ve.cuvm operated tank which then distributes 
sludge over grass land on a nearoy disused airfield. This obviates 
the need for sludge drying and then nanval removal. The Ministry of 
Defence are at present arranging tor the return of the airfield land to 
previous owners and weether this a:rangement can continue remains to be 
seen. The clectric starter motors 2t the Station Road pumping station 
were replaced. 


Public Conveniences 


The public conveniences were maintained in a satisfactory manner 
throughout the year. Occasionai minor vandalism was made good. 


Refuse Disposal 
Weekly refuse collection in the town continued with the use of our 


own vehicles and labour. Refuse was disposed of at the Chilworthy Tip 
in the Chard Rural District. 


Rodent Control ae 


The Coincil share a roden operator with the Borough of Chard and 
the Urban District of Crewkerne, Ue is employed in Ilminster for one week 
each month but can deal with emoxsoncies in any part of the area by 
special request. The arrangement worked satisfactorily. 


Swimming Bass 

There are two school swimmins baths in the town and two privately 
owned baths, The schcol baths sre maintained in accordance with the 
instructions laid down by the Cowty Council. 
Nuisances 

Complaints of nuisances were dealt with promptly by the Public 
Health Inspector without statutory action being necessary. 

moke Abatement 

No complaints of smoke nuisances were received during the year but 
complaints of malodorous fumes from one factory were dealt with.

D. Housing 


The details given in Appendix D, Table 3 are very full indeed 
and obviously comment cannot be made on every aspect of then. The 
Council built thirty houses during the vear and twenty-three were 
in the course of construction, while »xivate builders completed 
twenty-four. There was a slight decrease in the total number of 
applicants (97) for re-housing. 


E. Inspection and Supervision cf Food 


Milk - There are three registered distributors and one registered 
dairy premises in the tom. All milk saapling is carried out by the 
County Council Health Department. Apart from the keeping quality of the 
milk samples are examined for the presence of brucella abortus.

of pre-packed ice cream. No samplas were submitted for examination 
during the year. 


Meat - One hundred per cent meat inspection was maintained at the 
two privately owned slaughterhouses in the town and details of these 
inspections are shown in Appendix D, Table 4. During the sickness 
of the Public Health Inspector tne Chard Rural District Council kindly 
made available one of their inspectors to examine meat but they were 
experiencins staffing difficulties and at the end of the year the 
Council wox2 considering employing an inspector jointly with 
Chard Borough Council. 


Pood Hygiene Regulations - Toere are eleven premises subject to 
the above Regulations in the town and routine inspections were made to 
ensure that they comply with Regulations 16 and 19. No statutory action 
was necessary.
